Fish 

The Big Thing 
In Iceland 


Applying for his citizenship pa¬ 
pers, Gino was doing all right until 
he came to the question about the 
Canadian flag. “What is it,” asked 
the judge, “That you always see 
flying over the court house?” 
“Peejins!” confidently replied Gino. 


Fish are the big thing in Iceland. 
Fish are plentiful there — about 
10,000 pounds per year per head of 
population, as a matter of fact. You 
can get fish almost any place. At 
any time. At any price. All you 
have to do is bring your own truck. 

The people of this North Atlantic 
island republic catch, eat and sell 
more fish per capita than other peo¬ 
ple now or ever. 

According to the Yearbook of Fish¬ 
ery Statistics of the Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organization, Iceland in 1961 
the latest year for which world fig¬ 
ures are available — had a total 
fish catch of 703,000 tons. There are 
only 170,000 people in all of the 
country’s 40,000 square miles. That 
works out to about four and half 
tons per square mile. 

Luckily, the Icelanders like fish. 
They eat more than anybody any¬ 
where — smoked, fried, salted, bak 
ed, dried, roasted, stewed, pick- 
led, casseroled, whole, halved, plain 
or fancy. You name it. If the Ice¬ 
landers haven’t tried it that way 
they’ll probably be happy, delighted, 
to give it a go. 

Iceland exports fish too — about 
99 per cent of all she catches. That’s 
a lot of fish, a lot of fine quality 
cold water cod, haddock, herring, 
plaice, halibut and redfish, an Ice¬ 
landic specialty. In 1961 the little 
nation earned $65,063,000 from her 
fisheries exports, a neat 798,400,000 
ih Icelandic kronur. In fact, in 
1961 Iceland ranked fourteenth in 
national catch statistics and sixth 
in export earnings. 

And Iceland,s annual fish feat is 
accomplished with just 6,000 fish¬ 
ermen. But what fishermen! 

Iceland,s fishermen average bet¬ 
ter than 115 tons per year per man. 
United States and West German 
fishermen average about 25 tons, 
the Norwegian eight, the Japanese 
five. More than two million fish¬ 
ermen in Asia and Africa average 
only about one ton per man per 
year. 

The world average per fisherman 
is at best three tons a year. This 
means the Icelander catches four 
to five times as much as his closest 
European competitor and some 30 
to 4o times more than the world 
average. 

How can Iceland, a tiny nation 
compared to literally all the other 
fishing powers, maintain such a 
pace! First the Icelanders have 
long been leaders in testing new 
gear and methods. Nowhere is big- 
scale fishing more modern. And 
nowhere is the fisherman backed up 


so solidly. Behind each of Iceland’s 
fishermen stands at least $10,000 
investment and 40 to 50 horsepower 
in the world’s most rugged and high 
powered fishing boats. 

It is not surprising that next to 
their having established the world’s 
first parliament — the “Althing,” 
set up in 930 — thelcelanders are 
most proud of their fishing expert¬ 
ize. It is also not surprising that 
Iceland exports fishing talent as well 
as fish. 

Nine Icelanders have worked or 
are working for FAO’s Fisheries 
Division: Messrs. Bergs, Kvaran, 
Hlugason, Jonsson, Hermann and 
Jon Einarsson, Kristjonsson, Gud- 
mundsson and Saemundsson. Their 
work in Argentina, Brazil, Ceylon, 
East Pakistan, India, Peru Turkey 
and Uruguay has impressed all 
hands. 

Illugason five years ago created 
a legend throughout India when he 
caught a six-ton 32-foot whale shark 
with only a small gaff hook and 
50 fathoms of rope. That’s the 
biggest fish ever caught in India. 
Last year he sailed 1,300 miles from 
Ceylon to Calcutta in an open boat. 
Illugason has gone over big with 
India’s fishermen. They think he 
can catch any fish in the sea. He 
teaches them that they can take 
fish galore, if they fish properly and 
insist upon the right gear. 

Hilmer Kristjonsson, with FAO 
since 1952, heads the United Na¬ 
tion’s agency’s fishing gear section 
and will be secretary for the im¬ 
portant Second FAO World Fishing 
Gear Congress coming up in Lon¬ 
don, May 25-31. Yet another Ice¬ 
lander, Dr. Ami Fridriksson, is 
Secretary General of the Interna¬ 
tional Council for the Exploration 
of the Sea. 

Thus do the Icelanders export 
fish and fishing talent. But how 
about impontsb Does Iceland also 
import fish? Not a pound. It would 
be like Brazil importing coffee, 
Libya sand, or China people. And 
guess what the Icelanders do when 
they are not taking tons of fish from 
the salty sea? They 'go fishing, 
fresh water fishing. The island’s 
rivers — swift, cold, deep, unpol¬ 
luted —- teem with some of the 
world’s finest salmon and fattest 
trout.

Norwegian Textile Research In¬ 
stitute — NTFT — has developed 
a new process for which it will 
file patent claims in all major 
countries. By this method, woolen 
fabrics and garments are treated 
with heat, rather than chemicals, 
to stabilize them to water. Thus 
treated, fabrics retain a smooth 
surface, and creases or pleats wlil 
not need ironing. 

Unlike the chemical methods used 
to fix woolen fabrics, the NTFI 
method employs heat only. Fabrics 
and pressed garments are heated 
in a pressure chamber up to 130 
Cenligrades. This prevents evap¬ 
oration of the natural moisture. 
Pleats and creases may be tempor¬ 
arily removed with a flat-iron, but 
they come back when submerged 
in water. 

The NTFI research project has 
been carried out with financial 
support fix>m the International Wool 
Secretariat. Several leading woolen 
mills in Norway have lent their 
facilities to the Textile Research 
Institute for technical scale experi¬ 
ments.

Traditions 
In Norway 

“Holy Night, Peaceful Night,” 
will soon be sung in many lands, 
as the Christmas Star sheds its’ 
beams around the world, and in 
Nroway, Canada and many other 
lands the happy preparations begin. 

Customs vary from district, 
though it is most often in the rural 
tracts of Norway that interesting 
holdovers from a bygone day add 
color to the Yuletide festivities. 
Common to all regions, however, is 
the thorough house cleaning and 
the immense amount of cooking and 
baking which precede the Christ¬ 
mas feast. On the farm the fall 
slaughtering is delayed until just 
before yule. The Christmas pig 
whose growth throughout the year 
has been carefully watched by all 
members of the family, plays an 
important part in the yule ritual. 
Every part of the animal is used 
for some traditional dish, several 
kinds of sausage, hams, cutlets, 
fats and trimmings right down to 
the feet, which are pickled in brine. 
Other chores must be done, wood 
has to be chopped for the first three 
days of yule, the animals must be 
given an extra portion of feed. 
On Christmas Eve all work must 
be finished by 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when the village church 
bell rings in the period of “Christ¬ 
mas Peace.” 

The women sciub and bake for 
weeks. In many districts it is still 
a must to have fourteen different 
kinds of cookels 'baked and on. 
hand — a different kind for each 
day of the extended yuletide cele¬ 
bration. Lutefisk is of course the 
traditional dish on Christmas Eve. 

Christmas Eve in Norway belongs 
to the children. After the family 
is finished with he eating and the 
opening of the presents, usually 
placed under the Christmas tree 
young and old join hands and move 
around the decorated tree singing 
the old familiar Christmas Carols. 

On Christmas day it is early 
rising to be in time for morning 
church services. The peal of 
church bells sound far and wide, 
and in the country side long lines 
of sleds or cars head towards the 
shrines of worship. In many coastal 
districts it may involve many miles 
of lowing, providing the fjord is 
ice free. After the service there 
is a general shaking of hands and 
the seasons greeting Gledelig Jui 
or God Yul and then home to tables 
laden with food. 

Parties, visits, Christmas earolirtg 
and general celebrating continue for 
eight days, until New Year’s Day. 
Christmas in Norway comes to an 
end usually after fourteen days of 

celebration.

Smoked Eel 


This delicacy is now being ex¬ 
ported by Samband isl. samvinnu- 
felaga, Reykjavik. As Iceland’s 
leading exporter of various fish 
products, Samband opened a Pro¬ 
ducts Development Plant at Haf- 
narfjordur in June, 1962. This 
plant has modern smoking facil¬ 
ities, which were originally mainly 
intended for eel smoking. It has 
been known for a long time that 
eel was to be "found in the clear 
Icelandic lakes and lagoons. Still 
the Icelanders have never known 
how to utilize this delicious fish, 
not even at times when the popu¬ 
lation was threatened by starva¬ 
tion. 

Last year about .100 farmers all 
over the country were given the 
opportunity of catching eels with 
eel traps supplied by Samband, and 
smoked eel was exported for the 
first time. Experiments have also 
been made with the smoking of 
various kinds of other fish, such 
as salmon, trout and haddock for 
the home market and herring for 
export.

Good Research 
Results In 
Spitsbergen 

Director Tore Gjelsvik, of Norwe¬ 
gian Polar Institute, Oslo, reports 
that NPI scientific expeditions had 
a rewarding summer in Spitsbergen 
this year. With the assistance of 
helicopters and snow-scooters, re¬ 
searchers were able to carry out 
far more work than in any preced¬ 
ing summer, he says. Altogether 
NPI had fifteen expeditions in the 
field, including seven geological 
parties. 

Trigonometrical triangulation of a 
7,000 square mile area in West 
Spitsbergen was successfully com¬ 
pleted by surveyors using two 
helicopters. Snow-scooters, used by 
two of the three geological parties 
working out of the main base at 
Billefjord, helped greatly to speed 
up transportation. 

Hydrographers aboard the ocean 
research vessel “H. U. Sverdrup” 
used a Decca High Fix unit to 
survey waters northwest of West 
Spitsbergen, thus achieving greater 
precision than ever before. An 
echo-sounder was used to draw 
continuous echo-grams over a 1,250 
nautical mile distance.
